sessed of certain inaleniable rights, among which are Life, Li- 
berty and the pursuit of Happiness. 
the greatest, and mest dignified bodies that the world ever saw, 
having but limited jurisdiction, could not bring these declarations 
into uncontroled operation : they gave them forth as the earnes' 
of our future inheritance. Neither has the constitution, framed 
since that period, granted sach a power to their successors, in re- 
zard to the individual States. 

Yet there is one spot, over which that instrument invests Con- 

ress with an unrestricted privilege, to sway the righteous sceptre 
hel l forth by the great Fathers of our country. ‘To this spot the 
eyes of the friends of equal rights, are directed ; and altho’ half 
acentury has been afforded to mature, and put in practice the 
principles of free government, they still behold, even there, an 
odious system of oppression— they find, the natural repository of 

#reedom, a depot for slaves. 

Thousands of the African race, purchased, | ‘some kidnapped, 
for a distant mark et, in the surrounding country, are continualis 
eoncentrated in this district, where the ‘sounds of the clanking fet- 
fers, mingle with the veice of American Statemen, legislating for 
a Free People !

To give effect to the provisions of the Consti- 

tution of the United States, relative to tu- 

gitives from labor, for Ue protection of free 

people of color, and to prevent kidnapping.

That influence united with 
ihe fertility of the soil, and the extraordinary adap- 
tation of their new lands to tobacco of the finest 
quality, is raising up a competition to which the 
planter of the seaboard, slave jabor district, will 
have to yield, notwithstanding his greater facilities 
of transportation to market; and if this transmon- 
tane rivalry be at thistime so formidable, how much 





more irresistible when, by means of the Ohio and 
Chesapeake canal, the only advantage in favor of | 
the slave-holding planter, shall have been removed, | 
and upon how many more articles wiil that rivalry 
bear?

THE BALTIMORE GAZETTE. 

The editor of the Baltimore Gazette, it appears, 
is disposed to act the part of a querulous fault-finde: 
in the case of memorializing Congress, relative to 
the abolition of slavery in the District of Colum 
bia. He affects to think that the memorial, having 
that object in view, and now cireulating in this city 
for signatures, is couched in disrespectful terms. In 
copying it, he accompanics it with the following 
intreductory remarks: 

“THE MEMORIAL. 

We publish to-day, the Memorial which we 
mentioned yesterday, and we invite the particular 
attention of our fellow-cilizens to its sentiments, 
and the language in which those sentiments are ex- 
pressed. While cordially un Wing “ n the wish, that 
the syste in of slave ry were cracicated not on ly ‘from 
ti United States bur from every pari of this Globe, 
yet we think that every atlempt © accomplish that 
wish, by any portion of the citizens of Laltimore, 
should be made with proper respect for the senti+ 
ments and feelings of their fellow-citizens in this 
and in other states inthe Union, who entertain dif- 
ferent opinions op this subject. We think it at least 
unnecessary, in exercising the acknowledged right 
to petition Congress, fur one portion of the citizens 
to speak insultingiy or even disrespectfully of the 
political, moral or religioas opinions of any other 
portion. The systems of domestic slavery is sanc- 
tioned by the laws of this state and of a number of 
other states inthe Union;—it cannot be deubted that 
itis approved of and supported by many good citi- 
zans, who, although slaveholders, believe them- 
selves to be as politically, morally and religiously cor, 
rect as those who denounce slavery as ‘ the great- 
est politieal and moral @vil that ofilicts our corn. 
try;” and ‘*incompatible with the Christian Re- 
lige nm.” 

That we have theright and the power to speak 
and express in writing contemptuous opinions of the 
political, moral and religious opinions and practices 
of any portion of our fellow citizens is admitted, but 
is the exercise of such aright, such a power ad- 
viseable or even excusable when those ng or 
practices are not contrary to the law of the lapd? 

Are the respectable citizens of Baltimore prepar- 
ed to sign their names to a public document which 
declares a lawful practice of a large portion of the 
respectable citizens of this and other states—a SyS- 
tem which they approve of and support, to be a 
“reproach to our eountry’—pernicious to the 
wealth and morals of the community—incompatible 
with the Christian Religion—destruetive to the so- 
cial relations which are the foundations of civil so- 
ciety— dangerous to our domestic peace and unjust?
